If, as eaclripieaal|»ninliMf. on the 
subject now asaares aa, Napoleoa was 
habitaally brutal to womea, Joaephiae 
possessed the power of soothing and 
softening him; and to thia weman at 
least he could be tender. 
When h? 
had once entered on his jgrand career 
he adopted the view of love which, 
according to a recent writer ori the 
east prevails among the FulgarianSk 
"EQ Bulgarie," says the author, quot- 
ing the words of a native informant, 
o'a pas de prelimiaariea." 
But, in his younger days, frtna the 
time, when a little boy^ he made love, 
a« he went to achool with his stocking 
down at the heel, to a little ^rl named 
Giaccommetta ; even until the date of 
his marriage with Josephine, he could 
be simple and sincere in his affection. 
IQ taking Josephine for his wife he 
may be said of course, to have con- 
tracted a political alliance. But this 
overwhelm Ding passion for the beauti- 
ful Creole leaves no doubt aa to 
the sentiment 
by 
whidi 
he 
was 
chiefly 
actuated 
in 
of- 
fering her his hand. Many years 
afterward, at St. Helena, he seems to 
have been convinced that he had 
acted throughout life from motives of 
reason alone; and he told Las Casas 
that his marriage with Mme. Beau- 
harnais brought him into contract 
with a whole party absolutely neces- 
sary for carrying out that system of 
fusion which was one of the greatest 
principles of his admiration. 
"With- 
out my wife," he adds, "I should 
never have been able to enter into 
natural relations with the royalists." 
But the papsionate letters which he 
addressiid to Josephine when, imme- 
diately after the marriage, he started 
on the Italian campaign, show that 
he was miserable without her, and 
that he had married her because she 
was essential to his happineps. 
"My 
unique Josephine," be wrote, when 
he had left her for three ("ays, "far 
from you the world is a desert, where 
I remain isolated and without expe- 
riencing the consolation of being able 
to unbosom myself. You have de- 
prived me of n«y soul ; you are the 
only thought of my life. If I am 
worried with business, if I fear the 
it-sue, if people disgust me, if I am 
ready to curse existence, I place my 
hind 
on 
my 
heart; 
your 
portrait 
beats 
there. 
I 
look 
at it. Love ia an absolute happiness 
fcr me, and everything smiles except 
ing the time when I am absent from 
my adored one " 
In another letter, 
when, as Mr. Bingham points out, he 
was beating Beaulien nt Montenotte 
and Millesimo, forcing the King of 
Sardinia to sue for peace after the vie. 
tory of Mondovi; gaining the battle 
of Lodi, ent« ring Milan in triumph^ 
blockading Mantua, and forcing the 
Pope to give up Ancona, he wrote to 
Josephine, who ht had heard had fallen 
ill : "My life is a perpetual nightmare ; 
a baneful foreboding oppresses my 
respiration. I no longer live; I have 
lost more than my life, moie than my 
happiness, more than repose; I am 
almost without hope. I send you a 
courier; he will only remain four 
hours in Paris, and will bring me back 
your answer. 
Write me ten pages; 
perhaps this will console me a little. 
. 
. . The rest of the world no more 
exists for me than if it had been anni- 
hilated. I cherish honor because you 
cherish it, and victory because it 
pleases you: without which I should 
renounce everything and throw myself 
at your feet." 


All that Mr. Bingham has to tell of 
the relations between Napoleon and 
Josephine is dieply interesting, and 
he does not deal with Napoleon in his 
character of lover and husband alone, 
but exhibits him also and above all as 
an inveterate matchmaker. 
He seta 
forth how after the divorce Napoleon 
proposed with an air of seriousness 
that the woman he loved so well should 
contract a marriage with the Priuce 
of Wurtembur^, v ho, coming to Paris 
on political business, had been much 
struck by the beauty and the engaging 
manners of the divorced Empr®«. 
Greatly enragid, however, would her 
late husband have been had she ac 
cepted the suggested offer ; for, though 
he was no longer her husband. Napo- 
leon still visited and received her, and 
still felt the influence of the spell she 
had cast over him. He granted her a 
sumptuous allowance' and there was 
no surer way of pleasing him than by 
treating her with respect. She appre- 
ciated the attentions paid to her by 
the great personages who were con- 
stantly coming to Paris, and knew 
when they visited her that this was 
only a mèans of paying court to Napo- 
leon. Besides delighting in her con- 
versation, which did not necessarily 
imply a good opinion of her intellect, 
he attributed to her high mental qual- 
ities. Tbinking meanly, aa a rule, of 
the talent of women, he considered 
Josephine quite equal to thé rork of 
govern ment. Apart from state affairs 
of -the heart, ahe was, indeed, as true 
aa steel. He coald tnat lier with 
aoy thing, he «aid, except moQay, and 


he delared that there was no ministe- 
rial post ahe wss not fit for bu^ that 
of Finance Minister. As it waa ahe 
ordered bonnets at the rate of thirty- 
e^ht a month, had troops of milliners 
w^ting upon her, and once ran into 
debt to the extent of 600,000 franca. 
Napoleon paid the billa, and begged 
Josephine, who was in tears, not to 
vex herself any m(»e about the mat- 
ter. But he lost bis temper with the 
chief of 4he milliierj who on ohe occa- 
aion were found blockading the e'D- 
trance to bis wife's room, and sent her 
to pass some hours—'ndeed, an entire 
night—at the prison of La Force, 
where she received visit»of condolence 
from her principal cuatomers.

newed, and, by peraistent attentionr, 
he Anally woo the ooowBt oi 
the 
young laáf to aiarry liim, aiUioogfa 
ihe f r a n k ^ ^ ^ J i A l 
ponlbfo lor her to love ^ m , as her 


heart was b u r i ^ with hei lover; bat 
she would endeavor to be a true and 
faithful wife, and would uae all means 
to make his life a happy one. 
The 
wedding trousseau was purchased re- 
gBrdlt8<< of expense, and* the wedding 
was celebrated with great ceremony, 
being one of the most brilliant and 
noteworthy afiiairs that ever occurrd 
in that region, famous for its wealth 
and culture. 
The wedded life so au- 
spiciously began was destined to be of 
short duration, scarcely six months 
passing by until 
the husband 
was 
killed by a railroad accident in the 
southern part of the state. 
The be- 
reaved widow withdrew from society 
and lived the life of a recluse. 


Three months after the death of the 
husband, 
Farrey, 
the

I was seated at the time by 
the window ol a suiall poorly-furnish- 
ed room—the r )om 1 shared 
with

Thrashes One of a Party of 
Three Resurrectionists 
in 
the Act of 
Exhuming 
His Sister's Re- 
mains. 


Particulars of an affair which was 
enacted in Prairie Grove cemetery, 
four and a half miles from tbe city, 
on the Blufftou road, have reached 


THE SENTINEL. 


It appears that last week the little 
daughter of ,Tom Shives, a market 
gardener living in the vicinity of the 
cemetery, died and the remains were 
interred there last week. 
The family, 
a few days after the burial, got wind 
of the fact that a certain physician 
practicing at Five Points, had hired 
three fellows, neighbors of Shivea, to 
exhume the remains and sell them to 
him for $25. Mr. John Shives, brother 
of the dead girl, said nothing, but 
quietly went into the cemetery and 
kept 
watch. 
Friday night of las» 
week young Shives, armed with

shotgun to use in case of necessity, 
was hidden in the cemetery, and 
about midnight he discerned three 
figures 
slily creeping
